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WIDOW, ACQUITTED, 
MAPS NEW SEARCH 


Mrs. Carran, at Relatives’ 
Home, To Push Hunt for 
Missing Daughter. 


Acquitted late Saturday night of 
the murder of her husband, Mrs. 
Romie Carran, comely young widow, 
spent Sunday secluded in the home 
of College Park relatives, resting from 
the ordeal of her long court fight for 
freedom and mapping plans for the 
future which she hopes will result in 
her staying in Atlanta. 

A jury in Judge John D. Hum- 
phries’ division of Fulton superior 
court shortly before midnight Satur- 
day night returned a verdict finding 
her not guilty of killing Charles M. 
Carran, after it had deliberated on 
the case since noon Friday. 

Relatives of Mrs. Carran said she 
planned to rest a few days before de- 
ciding on future plans, though she is 
said’ to be determined to make her 
home in Atlanta. 

The widow, it was said, will re- 
new her search for her daughter by 
a former marriage, whom, she said, 
she and Carran were seeking at the 
time they were set upon by a negro 
bandit band near Fairburn and her 
husband killed when he failed to heed 
their demand to hold up his hands. 
The Jacksonville auditor was found 
slain and his wife bound and gagged 
on a lonely road in old Campbell 
county, the state contending despite 
her story of a robbery that she plotted 
the slaying with one J. Earl Smith, 
of Jacksonville, with whom she is 
said to have carried on a love affair. 

Smith, though jointly indicted with 
the widow, has never been found. 
Members of the staff of Solicitor Gen- 
eral John A. Boykin said Sunday it 
had not been determined whether the 
hunt for Smith would be pressed or 
whether he would be brought to trial 
if captured.

As a young woman, Florence Night- 
ingale organized a small, resolute 
band of patriotic women and accom- 
panied the British troops into the 
Crimea for the purpose of rendering 
succor to soldiers fallen on the field 
of battle. Hitherto, for the most part, 
wounded fighters had always’ been 
given haphazard treatment at best, 
and it was for this reason that Flor- 
ence Nightingale determined to set up 
a field hospital, where wounded sol- 
diers might receive more humane and 
scientific care.

“The undersigned Cuban writers 
and journalists hereby present to 
you our most vehement protest for 
miscarriage of justice concerning 
Scottsboro negro boys, victims ra- 
cial prejudice. Their massacre would 
constitute a shameful breach of 
legal procedure and equity, an out- 
rage to humanity and civilization 
and a lasting blot upon the public 
records of Alabama.”

Captain William A. Red- 
mond Collapses at Grave 
of Friend. 


DUBLIN, Irish Free State, April 17. 
(P)—Two prominent figures in Irish 
polities died today. 

Captain William Archer Redmond, 
member of the dail eireann for Water- 
ford, collapsed and died beside the 
grave of a friend, while Jeremiah Mac- 
Veagh, who was Irish national mem- 
ber of the British house of commons 
from 1902 to 1920, succumbed here. 

Captain Redmond, war hero and 
long a prominent independent nation- 
alist, was attending the funeral of his 
friend, D. F. Hogan, who died in a 


Waterford street Thursday. He had 
gone to the graveside, where he sud- 
denly collapsed and could not be re- 
vived. He was 46 years old. 

Staunch supporter of the former 
government of William T. Cosgrave, 
Captain Redmond was the only son 
of the late John Redmond, famous 
nationalist and chairman of the Irish 
parliamentary party in the British’ 
house of commons. 

He himself had been a member of 
the house of commons for Tyrone from 
1910 to 1918 and again, for Water- 
ford, from 1918 to 1922. In 1928, 
the year the Irish Free State was con- 
stituted, he took his seat in the dail 
as a supporter of President Cosgrave's 
administration.

Mrs. Ashby Describes Splendor 
Of Architecture in South India 


While arm-chair travelers vicarious- 
ly satisfy their wanderlust desires 
with midnight reading, Mrs. Rose Mae 


Ashby, of Atlanta; actuates her 
dreams by cruising to the far ends of 
the earth; thus adding fuel to the 
longings of her friends who receive 
letters from her describing her vari- 
ous tours. 

Mrs. Ashby is on a round-the-world 
cruise aboard the S. S. Resolute, and 
at present is visiting oriental ports 
studying the sculpture and the carv- 
ings on the ancient ruins of past 
civilizations. Much of her trip hae 
been spent in south India and in 
Ceylon where she found a wealth of 
ancient religious temples and pagodas, 
and sacred stone ruins filled with fan- 
tastic animal images ind grotesque 
idols where a dead people worshipped 
these forgotten gods, now neglected 
and uncared for. 

In letters to Atlanta friends Mrs. 
Ashby describes, in an _ interesting 
manner, the splendor and the beauty 
of the intricate architecture and the 
varied landscape of India. In south 
India she visited the Dravidian tem- 
ples, giving especial note to the one 
located at Madura. She says authori- 
ties state that this temple contains 
33,000.000 carved figures, the largest 
in all India. There are 12 great go- 
puras, all carved in minute detail: 
many sacred elephants and camels; 
and 300 sacred cows that are allowed 
to wander about in the temple area. 
One hall _ is forested by 1,080 col- 
umns. Also there are ten huge pillars 
over 80 feet high. that were once used 
as hitching posts for elephants. 

At Tanjore, which is known as 
“The City of the Mammoth Bull.” 
Mrs. Ashby went to the Great Pagoda. 


This is the Temple of Shiva, wor- 
shipped by old phallic cults. On an 
elevated platform is the gigantic fig- 
ure of a bull cut from a single piece 
of stone. The walls surrounding the 
temple are decorated by a thousand 
smaller bulls. She says her visit to 
Darjeeling, India, was her most thrill- 
ing and most beautiful travel experi- 
ence. 

“At 2 o’clock a. m. our party left 
the hotel for Tiger Hill,” one of Mrs. 
Ashby’s letters reads, “some in rick- 
shas drawn by four men; some in 
‘dandies’ carried by four men, and 
others on ponies. I chose a pony. 
I have never seen stars shine more 
resplendent. The seven-mile ride to 
Tiger Hill was superb and a _ joy. 


We arrived before dawn, and the high’ 


snowcapped peaks of the great Hima- 
layas became visible. Then geunrise, 
perfect. and the sunlight shone on the 
peak of Mt. Everest, a hundred miles 
away. I stood on the very roof of 
the world. I could see into Thibet 
and Nepoli. The gods were surely 
good to us, for so many go several 
mornings and never get a glimpse of 
Mt. Everest. Then the ride back in 
the bright sunlight, the giant Hima- 
layas on all sides, my pony slipping 
on the frozen ground at times, and 
my Nepolese guide whistling and sing- 
ing in his own tongue. All conspire« 
to make this experience perfect and 
unforgettable.” 

his is one of the several world 
travels which Mrs. Ashby has taken. 
Her previous journeys include one toe 
the Holy Land and one to the Yuca- 
tan peninsula, where’ she _ studied 
Mavan ruins. She expects to return 
to Atlanta in June. When here she 


is a frequent lecturer on psychologi- 
cal subjects.

JAPANESE: SOVIET 
DISPUTE LOOMS 


Wrecking of Train Near 
Harbin Laid to ‘Rus- 


sian Communists.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

A new controversy in the far east 
was developing today between Japan 
and soviet Russia. 

A foreign office spokesman. at 
Tokyo said official reports indicated 
that the wreck of a Japanese troop 
train near Harbin, Manchuria, last 
week was the “work of Russian com- 
munists.” 

On the other hand, Russian news- 


papers published a_ telegram from 
Peiping. China, that 400 anti-soviet 
“white guards” had besieged offices 
of the Chinese Eastern railway at 
Harbin after attacking the soviet 
manager. 

Soviet circles took exception to 
statements attributed to Tokichi Tan- 
aka, former Japanese ambassador to 
Moscow. He was quoted as having 
said at Harbin that the exploitation 
of Japanese oil concessions in soviet 
Sakhalin was “meeting various ob- 
stacles.”” The Russians denied that. 

The Russian foreign office further- 
more asked the new Manchurian govr- 
ernment to recall its consul from 
on charges 
that he had violated the privilege of 
sending coded telegrams by attempt- 
ing to send abroad an appeal by Gen- 
eral Mah Chan-shan. Manchurian 
leader, who joined the new Japanese- 
advised regime in Manchuria, then 

as reported to have broken with it. 

Meanwhile, the visit of the League 
of Nations commission to Manchuria 
was delayed because officials of Man- 
choukuo. the new Manchurian state, 
still objected to Dr. Wellington Koo 
accompanying the commission as Chi- 
nese assessor. Dr. Koon was persona 
non grata because of his association 
with Chang Hsiao-liang, deposed gov- 
ernor of Manchuria. 

The League commission. was at 
Peiping on its tour of inquiry into the 
still unsettled dispute between Japan 
and China.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 17.—

Garden Club of America, founded 
in Philadelphia 19 years ago, was 
the first combination of garden clubs 
whose object it was to work together 
and whose aim it has always been to 
encourage fine gardening, civic plant- 
ing and the preservation of national 
flowers, shrubs and trees. From this 
small beginning has come a very pow- 
erful organization made up of 93 
member clubs in 28 states, with a 
membership of 6,400 and in addition 
a group of 205, known as members- 
at-large. 

The main office of the Garden Club 
of America is at 598 Madison avenue 
in New York city, where the busi- 
ness of the national organization is 
carried on. The visiting gardens com- 
mittee has arranged for the opening of 
gardens in this country and abroad 
to members of the club. There is also 
a collection of slides for the use of 
members, showing photographs of gar- 
dens here and abroad. The Bulletin 
of the Garden Club of America, pub- 
lished six times a year, is the official 
organ and is carried on by its editor, 
assisted by a staff of editors. 


Active Committee. 


One of the most active committees 
in the Garden Club of America is the 
billboard and

grown to large proportions, being 
represented in 93 member clubs in 28 
states. The object of the commit- 
tee is to protect the picturesque sim- 
plicity of rural scenery with special 
reference to the abuses of outdoor 
advertising, and to promote a similar 
regard for dignity and amenity in our 
towns.

the spring of the year. 

The spe ial publications committee 
prepared a history of gardening in this 
country from 1640 to 1840 called 
“Gardens in Colony and State,” pub- 
lished in October, 1931. The book is 
illustrated with views of old gardens 
still remaining and record of those 
that have disappeared. It is the first 
historic survey of the whole subject 
and development of the art of gar- 
dening. 

Educational Work. 

As an organization the Garden Club 
of America has an education commit- 
tee through which it contributes each 
year to some worthy institution in- 
terested in the education of men and 
women in the study of landscape ar- 
chitecture. It maintains a scholarship 
in landscape architecture at the Amer- 
ican Academy in Rome, and is a three- 
year course for which an endowment 
fund of $50,000 was raised. 

It has contributed to the School of 
Architecture for Women at Ambler, 
Pa., and at the present time a fund

CLAUD L. TRUSSELL, 
EMORY STUDENT, DIES 


Claud L. Trussell Jr., 17-year-old 
Emory University student, died Sun- 
day afternoon at the Georgia Baptist 
hospital of pneumonia.
